s EN ATE SKCRETS. 

The Senate in one of its last eecmM 

sessions, ordered the executive journal 
to be published for the forty years from 
L8S9 to 18(59. hut one publication of 
any part of the Senate's secret pro- 
ceedings has ever been made. Thai 
included the period from ihe lirst 
Congress to 1^'i'j. Very little of the 
flesh and blood of ihe secret life of 
the Senate can bo had from its jour 
na.l. Il does not. record ihe debate 
over treaties and appointments, and 
the eloquent speeches, the witty re- 
torts, the quarrels and mad straggles 
will not be found minutely and faith- 
fully pictured in Ihe forthcoming 
printed journal. The secret sfesions 
of the Senate are made so for the 
reason that there must he opoort unity 
to speak freely about, men whom the 
President and his advisers think fit 
to hold office The Senate simply 
converts itself into a big committee, 
sitting with (dosed doors, and every 
one is ill. liberty lo tell what, he thinks 
or knows about the particular nomi- 
nation up for discussion. Nothing of 
these deliberations ia told by any Sou- 
ator — theoretically. Aea fact, how- 
ever, B good deal is lold. and ihe 
newspapers are usually accurate in 
their reports of secret sessions. There 
is always a good deal of curiosity 
among the Senators, and among other 
folks as well, to know how their 
secret proceedings became public. It 
is simply .a process of inquiry and ad- 
dition— -what little one Senator is dis- 
posed to say is put with what half a 
dozen others may say. Sometimes a 
Senator who does not approve of se- 
cret sessions rashly gives away all he 
can remember of a session. The jour 
mil to be printed will show how near 
right the reports that leaked out. about 
secret sessions during the war were. 
The theory of the Senate m mak- 
ing the record public now is thai no 
harm can be done after sufficient time 
has intervened between (he events 
whioh involved the names of in- 
dividuals and the present. There aro 
a good many now living, however, 
who will he alTeeted in a very lively 
way by publication of the secret pro- 
ceedings of the Senate aa recent aa 
18G9. The work is to bo thoroughly 
indexed, and each volume will eon- 
tain live hundred pages of the journal 
and about a hundred 



of the index. 
There will be six of these volumes. 
Half of Ihe whole work will be de- 
voted to the war period, during

Experiments made at the suggestion 
of Professor Sargent by the Boston 

and Providence Railroad on the en- 
during qualities of various woods for 
railroad ties have given results of im- 
portance to farmers. Tn these experi- 
ments fifty two lies were laid in 
December, is;s. on a back in Boston* 
where tho traffic is very heavy, having 
an average of sixty five trains daily. 
Ten kinds of woods were tried, frve in 
the natural State and five crcosoied.

" Dummy " Uelt AltcmptN Suicide. 



Everybody knows Simon Uetz, if 
not by the name here given, by the 
popular nickname of " Dummy." 
His daily trips to I he shops and offices, 
with his well-Stocked basket of fruit 
and candy, have made his counten- 
ance familiar lo thousands of people. 
Although he is deaf and dumb, ho 
can communicate the price of his 
wares in a way lobe understood by all. 
For twenty -years be has carried on 
business with his basket, most of the 
lime with success. He was popular 
with his OUStOtnerS, and won patrons. 
A few months ago bo was suddenly 
seized with a Strange hallucination 

that he was to bo murdered. \\c re- 
fused lo go to bed or lo be undressed, 
and sal in his chair during the night, 
or would walk about the house in a 
melancholy mood. At one time ho 
threatened to kill his wife, but on 

complaint being made at. public head- 
quarters he promised to return to 
work with his basket, ami make no 
more trouble. 

"Dummy" kept his word, and 
until within two weeks was to bo aeon 
on the Street With his basket. About 
two weeks ago he again exbibitod 
signs of insanity, and siuoe that has 
been in fears of his life, and hinted at 
self destruction. Hast night he left 
his house at. the upper end of Front, 
street near the New Knglaml freight 
depot, and remained away until four 
o'clock i Ins morning. He had been 
in the habit of passing his nights 
either in going in and out of the 
house or ; n slaying away, and so no 
special notice was taken of the occur- 
rence. He refused lo cat on his re- 
turn, and after walking about for two 
hours, left the house. 

At Ii : 80 " Dummy " was noticed by 

ihe legman al the Pleasant street 

crossing. He was walking up and 
down Pleasant Street, and appeared 
lo have something on his mind. 
Later he came lo where the flagman 
Stood, watched the coupling of a 
switching engine lo a freight car. 
Both wire si and mg ten feet from ihe 
Hack. As the llagman turned to go 

to his shanty "Dummy* 1 rushed for 

the track, apparently thinking the 
engine was about to start. Hi' throw 
himself upon the Iraok, but the train 
only moved a foot or two, and the 
wheels did not roach the prostrate 

form, lie was immediately pioked 

up. when the only injury was found 
io be a gash in his bead, caused by 
striking the railroad track. Ho ap- 
peared to he unconscious, and was 
taken lo Ihe Hospital in the patrol 
wagon. Here it was difficult I o as- 
certain the extent of his injury, on ac- 
count of his natural intinnit ies. It is 
probable, however, that his injuries 
are not, serious. " Dummy " is about 
thirty-seven years of age, and has 

been married fifteen yours, lie is the 

father of four ohihli'en. llarfford

Being small, of course, I can- 
not remember all the details, but 
do remember that a person in the 
audience, by tbe request of Professor 
Bartlett, asked that Miss Bridg- 
man read a passage of Scriptures, and 
now to communicate with ber. A 
blind girl talked into the hand of a 
deaf and dumb man, and ho in the 
hand of Miss Bridgmun. She really 
found the passage and talked back in- 
to the hand of the deaf unite and he 
in the hand of the blind girl, who gav6 
it orally to the audience. To those 
unaccustomed to see this wonderful 
language, this may seem surprising, 
but if those interested in the education 
of these unfortunate people will com- 
municate with Miss Flora Noyes, of 
Franklin, N. H , they will learn that 
although she is a deaf mute, she is 
now teaching a deaf, dumb and blind 
boy, who lives in Salem, Muss. She 
says he is quite smart and anxious to 
learn. 

What a wonder that a person de 
prived of three senses should lie sup- 
plied by nature with the other senses 
more acutely. I have no doubt 
thai with patience this young lady will 
accomplish much, and this poor unfor 
tunate boy may bo useful to society 
and a comfort to his friends. " Save 
ihe fragments" are words spoken by 
Him, who spoke as man caver spoke. 
For him no beautiful sun, no pretty 
flowers, but a perpetual night, i hope 
shall all join In prayer for him, 
who dwells in perpetual darkness and 
silence, and add our petition of grati- 
tude to Him, who gives us our sight.
